Remarkable feat of a Sailor. 


There is a story that a sailor bas volun- 
teered to start from Careening Bay on the 
first favourable opportunity, and, single 
handed, to destroy each ship successively. 
He asserts that he is in possession of a secret 
method by which he ean move along 
beneath the surface of the water and breathe 
as easily as if he were in a diving apparatus 
supplied with air by aspump, and that he 
can carry with him an explosive machine 
of sufficient power to drive a hole through 
the bottom of the largest ship. All this 
may end in smoke, as o many other assei 
tions of possessing seeret powers of destruc- 
tions appear to have ended. A few after- 
noons since a small skiff, fitted at its’ sides 
with what appeared to be not unlike a life 
boat apparatus, w, i 
Prosctt towards Car & 
this gave some coloring of tru t 
Besides, the sailor gave a proof on the night 
of the 19th instant, that,at any rate he was 
clever enough to approach a ship undetect- 
ed, notwithstanding a very careful guard be- 
ing established to mark his coming. Asa 
proof of still further ability, he announced 
to the officers of-her Majesty’s ship London, 
that he would come in the course of that 
night and chalk up the name of the ship on 
her side, just above the water-mark, do what 
they might to prevent him. The challenge 
was accepted, double senteries were: posted, 
and some volunteers among the officers kept 
a look out, but no one was observed to come 
near, and all on board were convinced that 
no one had come near the vers:l. Daylight, 
however, showed the letters conspicuously 
chalked on the ship’s side, as the sailor said 
they would be. It has been suggested that 
the means by which his feat was accom- 
plished was an atmospheric boat, capable of 
being guided when sunk beneath the sur- 
face of the water, and supplied by a reserve 
of air enough to last a given time for the 
support of its adventurous owner. It is 
stated that he could not have swam along 
side without being observed—Lindsay 
Advocate.

Railway from France to England. 


M. Favre, a French engineer, has just 
published some obseryations relative to the 
possibility of maling a railway under the 
channel from France to England. ‘The 
length of the work, he says, would be 30 
kilometres (18} English miles,) and pierced 
at such a depth as to always leave twenty- 
five metres at least between the arch and 
the bottom of the sea, ‘The tunnel he pro- 
poses to have lined with a double archway, 
one of bricks and the other of iron, this lat- 
ter, pierced with narrow openings, to at onee 
allow the slightest infiltration to be perceiy- 
ed. Referring to the repeated in breaks of 
water in making the tunnel under the 
Thames, M, Fayre states that nothing of the 
kind can be apprehended in attempting the 
tunnel under the Channel, as for the greater 
part of the distance the ground consists of 
hard rock, whereas as the soil under the 
Thames was a blue clay of no consistence. 

On the coast of Cornwall, he observes, a 
great number of mines extend several kil- 
ometres under the sea, and yet no accident 
ocenrs from an irruption of the sea, although 
the distance between the water and the 
workmen is so slight that the noise of the 
loose stones moved about by the waves can 
be distinctly heard. As to the possibility 
of piereing a tunnel of such length without 
issues from above to admit air, M. Favre de- 
clares the practicability of sucha step to 
have been demonstrated by M, Mauss, an 
engineer in the service of the. Sardinian 
Government, who has offered to undertake 
the piercing of a tunnel through the Alps 
of a length of thirteen kilometres (8 Eng- 
lish miles) without any opening from above. 
Many able engineers, M. Fevre declares, 
have. shown the possibility of establishing a 
series of railways under Paris, of twenty- 
eight kilometres (174/ English miles) in 
length. ; 

As to the expense of tunnelling, M. Fayre 
admits that it is not very easy to estimate 
the cost with accuracy, 80 much depending 
in such cases on the nature of the groun 
to be cut through. Che tunnel’ of the 


Credo, of four kilometres @ Englis! 
miles,) on the Lyons and Geneva line 
has been adjudicated to a company, for 


7,252,000 fr,; and that of St. Irene, of some- 
what more than 2,100 metres, on the Mar- 
seilles line, for 4,429,800 fr., which is, he 
says, about two millions per kilom. The 
tunnel of twenty-eight kilom. under Paris, 
is estimated, he remarks, at sixty-four mil- 
lions. Engineers are at present, M. Favre 
states, in conclusion, engaged in estimating 
as accurately as can well be done, the ut- 
most cost of the execution of a tunnel under 
the Channel between England and France, 
and in order to ayoid all disappointment to 
the shareholders who might think fit to take 
partin the enterprise, the works would be ex- 
ecuted at a fixed price, by contractors offer- 
ing every guarantee of responsibility. Such 
is M. Favre's plan, which whatever may be 
thought of its feasibility, certainly is not 
wanting in boldness. 


Golden Words, 


The Money article, in the last Independ- 
ent commences with the following just and 
timely remarks: 


The simple truth uttered by-Dr. Franklin 
that “the road to wealth is as strait as the 
road to market,” is often made a text among 
wise men in their secular teachings and 
speculations—some doubting or disbeliev- 
ing the statement altogether, while others 
pronounce it worthy of all faith and conti- 
dence. Had Dr. Franklin lived at the pre- 
sent day he would doubtless have had dif- 
ferent ‘views on the subject, and also ex- 
pressed himself differently, He would have 
said, probably, that the road to wealth is as 
crooked as.the path tothe white mountains. 
With such financial teachers in Wall street 
and State street as Schuyler and Tuckerman, 
much new light has broken upon the. pre- 
Sent generation. Our young men are not 


taught in this progressive age that honesty 
is the best policy—or-that, in value, “ a good 
name is above riches.” ‘To be shrewd, keen, 


trade to eure, trade with one eye to the 
North and the other to the South, and Jast 
of all they will trade to save the Union, 
(and always get cheated.) Speculation is 
the order of the day. Steady, moderate 
gains are quite unfashionable. Business men 
train themselves to make a hundred thou- 
sand a year, just asa horse is trained to ran 
amile in 2.40—by practice. Old-fashioned 
Puritan notions, such as integrity, sobriety, 
benevolence, real goodness—are at a dis- 
count, compared with other more practical 
qualities so called. ‘Chey are very good in 
their place, (on Sunday,) but not on the 
whole very well adapted to commercial 
every-day life, 

When shall there be a change? when 
shall men cease to sell themselves, soul and 
body, for money? When sball they be 
taught, by precept and by exaniple, the 
real value of moral principle? A change 
must take place or we shall, as a nation, fast 
goto destruction, There must be a change 
in the press—newspapers must scatter light 
and not darkness, ‘There must bea change 
in the pulpit—ministers must no longer 
teach that we must obey all wicked (in)-hu- 
man inactments, refuse to obey God, and 
haye no conscience. We have been going 
on the wrong track. It is time to “switch 
off” and turn aboat. 

Let Christian men henceforth stand firm, 
as “ living epistles, known, and read of all 
men,” looking with pity, horror aud con- 
tempt upon those who point out any other 
“road to wealth” than that paved with the 
ROOK OF ETERNAL RECTITUDE.

Worth Knowing, 


One pour of green copperas (cost seven 
cents) dissolved in one quart of water’ and 
poured down a privy, will effectually con- 
centrateand destroy the foulestsmells. For 
water-closets on board ships and steamboats, 
about hotels and other places, there is 
nothing sonice to cleanse and purify those 
places, as simple green copperas, dissolved ; 
and for sick rooms, it may be placed under 
the bed in any thing which will hold water, 
and thus render an hospital or other places of 
the'sick free from unpleasent smells. For 
butchers stalls; fish-markets, slaughter-houses, 
sinks,and wherever there are putrid and offen- 
sive gases, dissolve copperas and_ sprinkle it 
about, and in a few days the“ bad smell” will 
pass away. If a cat, rat, or mouse dies 
about the house and sends forth an offensive 
gas, place some dissolved copperas ina cup 
or jar, anywhere within “ smelling distance,” 
and the cure is sure. Ihave known a stock 
of dry goods which were nearly spoiled by 
a “skunk” under a store, to be cleaned and 
restored simply by sprinkling dissolved eop- 
peras about the floor.—Salem Gazette.

We were recently witness to the sifting 
process on the old West Chester Railroad, 
whereby the passengers are assorted out into 
lots according to the color they happen to 
have inherited. Colored persons are very 
carefully handed into a corner by themselves, 
unless they happen tobe acting in the capa- 
city of nurses or servants. ‘This ought not 
to suprise us if existing in the South, or any- 
where else in the world but in a region under 
Quaker influence like Chester County. To 
theeredit of the Norristown Railroad Com- 
pany, sich a regulation has never obtained 
on any of its lines since its construction; 
and the Valley trains which run close to those 
aboye alluded to make no distinction on such 
acontemptibly silly basis. ‘To the still fur- 
ther credit of our road they have never in- 
troduced the far more rational, yet unneces- 
sary, classification of the passengers into 
No. 1 and No.2 travellers ; or bigh price and 
low fare seats. The Reading Railroad, how- 
ever, that thussorts its passengers on the 
basis of the rage-of fare, can claim a better 
excuse for the practice than their West Ches- 
ter contemporaries, for many white men and 
women lilce to enjoy alone the fumes of rum 
and tobacco.

He also urges that the power to issue a writ

On reading the decision of the Court, it is 
apparent throughout that it is made in a pa

How long is 
judicial tyranny, almost witlout a parallel, 
to be allowed to keep in prison one of the 
worthiest citizens of Pennsylvania, who is 
guiltless of wrong, and with a conscience 
void of offence toward God and toward 
man?

Colored Gentlemen at Saratoga Springs. 


A correspondent ofthe New York Herald 
gives a delicious account of the way the col- 
ored gentlemen are mixing in with their white 
brothers at Saratoga Springs. We are slow 
to see, however, how any serious complaint 
can be made about the matter—it is all a 
fair deduction from the promises whieh 
have been so industriously set down. ‘Those 
of our Northern friends who have a distaste 
for such a condition of things had better be 
philosophical, see that it is what they have 
got to come to, and get used to it at once. 
We hope also the “many Southern gentle- 
men who have been forgetful of our own de- 
lightful places of summer resort, and who 
“are there at present,” will have a sweet 
time of it, 

For some time past there has been quite 
a time among the fashionables, in regard to 
liberties taken by the negroes of this place. 

‘The rules of the Springs prohibit the biacks 
from using glasses used hy the white folks. 
‘The negroes, as I am informed, are prompted, 
by some of the Seward stripe, that they have 
the same rights as the white folks. A few 
evenings ago, oue of the “ gammen” was 
handed out of the grounds. The same after- 
noon, a large building belonging to Clark & 
White was burned, for which the owners 
offered a reward of $200 for any information 
of the person who committed the deed. On 
yesterday there was quite rough and tumble 
fight while Clarke & White’s men were eject- 
ing the negroes, and the greatest confusion 
prevailed. “This morning abont seven o'clock, 
the niggers * from the different hotels mus- 
tered, and came down to the Congress Spring 
and mixed in with the Shanghaes, When 
they were told to disperse, they refused. A 
Mr. Sheppard, a lawyer of New York, pulled 
out a shooter and swore he would shoot the 
first “ nigger “ that would dare to attempt 
to drink out of the glasses. In a few mi- 
nutes, Mr. Pike, a justice of the peace, ar- 
rived, whose presence settled the affair for 
the present. A. disturbance is anticipated 
every day. ‘There are a great many Southern 
gentlemen here at present.”— Ga. Consti-

European war, there 
markable as showing the vast resources and 
en f Great Britain ant France, than 
the facilities with which they are enabled to 
send their fleets and carry on. their cam- 
paigns in different parts of the world at the 
same time. In fact, either of these great 
powers can do so without the other. 
we see Great Britain, whose dominions al- 
most encirele the globe, attacking her ad- 
wherever there is a vulnerable 
point. The White Sea within the Aretic 
cle is blocked by her ships. In the Bal- 


he has a naval armament which, in its 


} extent and completeness of equipment, sur- 


passes any that ever floated, blockaking every 
port of her enemy, and driving from it all 
its shipping. In the Black Sea she equally 
shows her wonderful strength, by annihilat- 
ing the enemy's commerce and blockading 
her fleets within one of the strongest for- 
tresses in the world, while her army aids in 
investing the place by land. The Sea of 
Azoff, with its towns and fortresses, almost 
within the heart of Russia, where a hostile 
fleet never ventured, is likewise controlled 
by her ships and armies. Again in an oppo- 
site direction, on the far distant c ol 
Kamschatka, where her enemy has raised a 
fortress, and where her ships find protection, 
England is probably at this very moment 
blockading it, or perhaps her flag already 
floats over it. The history of the world ex- 
hibits no parallel to her operations. We 
read of the vast operations of the Persian 
conquerors of old; of Sesostris and Rham- 
eses, the Egyptians; of Alexander the Great; 
of the Roman Emperors; and, in later times, 
of those of Tamerlane and Genghis Khan. 
But these are insignificant when compared 
with the operations of Great Britain in our 
day. Even Napoleon the Great, with his 
conquering armies, was limited in his opera- 
tions when compared with those now going 
on; and Rome herself, though her dominions 
stretched from the Euphrates to England, 
never exhibits half the power that England 
now does. 

Connected with this subject, and not less 
worthy of nctice, are the vast dominions of 
Great Britain, stretching over every conti- 
nent, bordering every sea, and holding the 
strongest military and naval po itions in the 
world. These she holds and governs while 
carrying on her gigantie war. 

Leaving her own islands, she holds Gib- 
ralter, the key to the Mediterranean, with 
Malta and the Tonian Islands. In Africa 
are hor eottlements at. Sierra Leone, the 
Cape of Good Hope, and. the Islands of 
Mauritius, In Asia is Aden, at the enter- 
ance of the Red Sea, her possessions in India, 
embracing more than a hundred millions of 
souls; Ceylon, Singapore, Labuan and parts 
of Borneo, New Zealand and Austra 
Coming westward, she holds the islands of 
St. Helena, Bermnda, Jamaica 
West India Islands, with possessions in North 
America, larger than those in the United 
States; while in Central America she holds 


her possessions are limited to British Guiana 
and the Falkland Islands. But will she stop 
here? We think not, as every few years 
adds a provinee in India, and the present 
war with Russia will doubtless add other 
provinces to her already. vast dominions 
She has lost too many valuable lives*and 
expended too much money in the present 
contest to be satisfied without checking the 
advance of Russia or placing barriers in her 
way. What the result will be none can 
foretell; but when this great drama shall 
have closed, it will be found that the map 
of Europe will exhibit more important 
changes than have taken place in it for the | 
three previous centuries. 

_ While England is thus exhibiting “her 
strength in a contest with Russia, and go- 
verning her extended possessions with as | 
much case, apparently, as the petty Germ: 
States rule their people, her commerce is 
not affected, but with gigantic strides she | 
extends this element of her prosperity be- 
yond that of every other nation, From the | 
Statistical Journal we take the: following | 
particulars of her exports: I 
“From 1840 to 1853 the agsregate 
amount of British exports exeeeded the na- 
tional debt by nearly £100,000,000; the | 
declared value of British and Irish exports 
having been £877,299,124, while during 
the same period the highest amount of the 
national debt was only £791,809,338: in 
in 1848, 

In 1853 the exports amounted to nearly | 
one hundred millions sterling, the amount | 
having increased in fourteen years about 83 
per cent. These exports were distributed | 
to foreign countries and British possessions | 
in the proportion of 66 to 34 per cent. re: | 
spectively. ‘The bulk of the foreign ex- 
ports was principally to Europe and North 
and South America. Of the exports to | 
British possessions, the East Indies took the 
est portion until 1853, when the Aus- |

‘To 
some parties, he said, if they would pay him 
seyen thousand dollars, he would give up the 
Tnstitution ; that the colored men had re- 
ceived the benefit, when it was not for the 
colored people, but for Whites, Indians, and 
Colored ; and that if he were to take an 
officer and search their premises, (meaning 
those that had lived thereon, and had had 
the management,) he could find plenty of the

stated, that if a deputation of such men as 
he could approve, were sent to him (aot W. 
P. Newman. J. C. Brown, and T. Stringer, 
he would open the house, and as he had the 
Dectaration of Trust, and other papers: 
he would give them certain information, but 
as they would not send him the deputation, 
and chose to hold a meeting without con- 
sulting him, he would not let them in, and 
would keep all the good news. You see, 
Sir, in the first place, the Declaration of 
Trust should have been in possession of J. 
C. Brown, but Mr. Scoble bad managed to 
get it in his possession, although his name is 
not known in the instrument. To others 
he said, that he and his English friends, 
would give one thousand dollars towards the 
the buildings, and if a proper Committee was 
appointed, he would pay over to it seven 
thousand: dollars also. I have said it was 
like a plantation ; there were parties that in 
the south would be called “ nigger drivers”— 
Josiah Henson, senior, and sons, and Nero 
Harding.
